HEAD ALERT 


A proposal requiring all motorcyclists 
in San Francisco to wear protective 
helmets was recently referred to the 
Fire, Safety, and Police Committee by 
Mr. P, Tamaras, President of the Board 
of Supervisors. As reported in the San 
Francisco Chronicle, November 14, 
1967, page 4, column 4, Mr, Tamaras 
attributed the majority of deaths in 
motorcycle accidents to the absence of 
a protective helmet. His proposal re- 
quires operators and passengers of any 
power-driven, two or three-wheeled ve- 
hicle to wear protective helmets at all 
times; this applies to transients guests 
of the city as well as taxpayers, 

It is essential to the protection of the 
civil rights of the motorcyclist to abort 
this action before it is allowed to set a 
precedent for the remainder of the 
state, While, in theory, this action is 
seeking to protect the lives of motor- 
cyclists, it removes the individual’s 
right to make his own decision on this 
matter, Any reference material or sta- 
tistics you might have available would 
be appreciated, 

The hearing on this bill has not as 
yet be set; it will most likely be held 
the first week of December,

Dusty Coppage was coo! as Katy Winters 
after the long hard go. And he beat out 618 
riders en route, 


The starting area on Saturday, Nov. 
25th was in open territory, a half-mile 
out on the left side of Freeway-Highway 
15. The course took a big bend to the 
left of the freeway for fifty-three miles 
to the first gas check at Razor Road, 
then under the freeway in a bend to the 
right, for fifty-six miles to the second 
gas check at Cima Road. From there the 
course went under the freeway again in 
another bend to the left for forty-five 
miles to the third gas check, which was 
seven miles from the freeway, out inthe 
boondocks. The final stretch was the 
thirty-eight miles to the finish, which 
was a half-mile south of the Hacienda 
Hotel, 

The starting banner was dropped at 
9:15 a.m. for the 400 combined Open and 
250cc classes, and fifteen minutes later 
the 219 trail bikes left the. line. After the 
fast two-mile starting area, the course 
went through a large rock bed which 
caused more than one rider to unload. 
After that eye-opener, there was a long 
stretch of very deep and moist sand 
dunes, the kind of stuff that seems to 
suck your rear tire down into it. This 
led into some fast trails and rocky fire 
roads, then up a steep hill, through a 
saddle-back between two rocky moun- 
tains (tough because it was so long), and 
on to the first gas check. 

At the first check, the overall leader 
was Ron Nelson on a 360 Montesa, and 
second man in was 18-year-old Gene 
Smith, on a Triumph, Dusty Coppage and 
Dick Dean were wheel-to-wheel coming 
into the pits, both on fast Triumphs. 

Heading out for the second gas check, 
the course had some long fire roads and 
we crossed the dry lake beds a couple of 
times, then headed uphill to the high 
timber area, winding around the rock- 
and-pine-tree-covered mountains on 
narrow, off-camber trails, where it was 
wise not to look down. This trail went 
through a rocky wash, then made a left

turn, and down a 200-yard-long hill; 
steep, sandy, and quite rocky, where most 
riders were obliged to get off and bull- 
dog their bikes down for the first 100 
yards. Then came the wet saltbeds, tricky 
because the trail was only a foot wide, 
and if you got off the trail, you found 
yourself knee-deep in salty mud. 

It was just after this spot in the 
course that Ron Nelson did a very spec- 
tacular endo, flipping his bike three 
times and ending his chances for victory. 
Then, before the second gas check, Dick 
Dean ran into mechanical trouble and 
dropped out. 

Out of the second gas check and toward 
the third, the territory was much the 


same; deep sand dunes anda rocky fire 
road in sight of the freeway. Heading 
out of the third check was a fast fire 
road into some rough country and through 
a three-foot-high tunnel about fifty feet 
long. Here the riders had to put their 
chins on their gas tanks, and still their 
helmets scraped the top of the tunnel, 
Into daylight again, the trail went upa 
high bank which most of the leaders 
cleared six feet in the air; then onto the 
finish, 

Coppage wound up as the winner, look- 
ing very fresh, as though he had just won 
the Main at Ascot (which he did a couple

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of times this year). Gene Smith pulled 
in second, after having pushed the lead- 
ers all the way. In fact, at one time 
Smith was so close to Nelson, the early 
leader, that a rock from Nelson's rear 
tire hit him in the mouth and cut his lip, 

Bill Hammer, the Triumph-mounted 
Amateur, fresh from an overall win last 
week, came in third on a badly-twisted 
Triumph. Seems he did an endo three 
miles out, and had to ride the bike in 
sideways. Steve Hurd took fourth on a 
Matchless single, and was also first 
500cc Expert. Jack Byers (Triumph) 
came in fifth, followed closely by Larry 
Bergquist on a B,S,A, Victor, 

Max Switzer pulled in seventh on his 
Greeves to take the first 250cc Expert 
honors, and seventeen-year-old John 
Thomas (Triumph) wound up tenth for 
second Open Amateur. Gary Cole on a 
Husky was eleventh overall and the sec- 
ond lightweight to come in, 

The first trail bike to finish the 192- 
mile trek was Bob Paxton on a Honda, 
who pulled in seventy-third overall, 
That's moving pretty well, considering 
the deep sand those fast fire roads, 
Rick Stumph (Hodaka) was second and 
took first Amateur. Tom Fee and Jack 
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Dick Dean (180) and his Triumph were running wheel-to-wheel with Dusty Coppage at the 
first check. Just before check point two, however, Dean was forced out with mechanical 
troubles, 





Larry Bergquist (7) wound up sixth overall on his 441 BSA Victor. Only Matchless rider Steve 
Hurd, fourth man in, outdid Bergquist in the 500 Expert division,

There were a lot of riders from out 
of state, including those from Washington 
and Oregon, plus Roger Kussmaul from 
Michigan, who was running fifth at the 
smoke bomb on his Triumph, but hit a 
series of dips and unloaded. 

The pit crews did a wonderful job, 
considering the distance between pits, 
and especially in a case where the pit 
was handled by the wife or mother of 
the rider for the first time. One lady 
was overheard saying, ‘‘I have both gas 
cans and a glass of water — what do I 
do now?”” 

All of the riders seemed to feel that 
this would be a good annual event, and 
those who finished thought if was es- 
pecially great. Everyone felt that the 
San Gabriel M,C, handled the big event 
very well with all the problems they 
faced, including the rain, which wiped 
out their lime markings but kept the dust 
down for the riders. This was really a 
highlight to a good year of racing.

A point of confusion to those of us 
trying to tune in the moto-cross scene 
is that any list of past champions shows 
European champions and world cham- 
ions. Why is Dave Bickers listed as the 
1960 and 1961 250cc class European 
Champion and Torsten Hallman for 1962, 
The 500cc class winners for these years 
are world champions, Then Hallman is 
the World Champion for the 250cc class 
in 1963, 1966, and 1967 and Joel Roberts 
is champ for 1964, 

The reason is the title of World 
Championship was introduced by the 
Federation Internationale Motorcyclists

(FIM) in 1949 for road racing only. In 
1957, the FIM included the 500cc World 
Championship for scrambling, replacing 
the five year old series of European 
Championships; but they did not include 
the 250cc class until 1963 though it had 
existed as the European Championship 
since 1957, The points for both titles 
were gained from the same or from 
similar classics,

George McCarty, 22, began racing 
while in high school. His career has 
taken him to competitive events in places 
as far away as Oregon, Reno, Nevada 
and, a number of times to the Ascot 
track in Los Angeles, not mention the 
numerous tracks in Northern California, 

George had an accident-free record 
until early this summer. The mishap 
which took place — at a race in Susan- 
ville — was the deciding factor which 
caused him to call a halt to racing. 

While participating in a heated con- 
test, George encountered difficulty, lost 
control and hit the ground, Three cycles, 
unable to avoid the fallen rider, ran 
over him — two over his head and one 
over his arm which was badly injured, 
To George, this was a sign, and it was 
then he decided to end his career, His 
responsibility of taking care of his 
wife, Dana, and his two sons, Jeff, 
2-1/2, and Greg, 8 months, was more 
important to him than racing. 

Before he completely gave up his 
career, however, George despite his 
injuries, lifted himself off the ground 
and completed the races, He said he 
doesn’t know whether his desire tofinish 
the events is attributed to bravery or 
just plain stubborness, Whatever it was, 
he came home with four trophies that 
day. 

Although it was the last race for 
George, who has a large following of 
fans, it wasn't the last trophy he re- 
ceived, 

About a month ago officials at the 
track in Chico asked George to attend 
the races there, not to participate unless 
he so desired. He did not race, but he 
did attend as a spectator, It was then that 
he discovered his popularity, As a part 
of “George McCarty Night,” he was 
awarded a large, impressive high point 
trophy for a feat never before accom- 
plished by any other racer on thatparti- 
cular track,

yards any racer is moved back is 60, 
McCarty is the only racer in the history 
of the track who has been moved back 
the entire 60 yards. 

The standing ovation he receivedfrom 
enthused fans, and a handsome trophy 
which took four months to design and 
make expressly for him will linger in 
his memory forever. 

McCarty’s desire for racing began 
when he was only a youngster. His step- 
father recalls that George began prac- 
ticing in a field across from his home 
when he was only 15, He wore out a 
cycle completely during his practice 
sessions, 

When finally he was given permission 
by his parents to race, Johnnie Ross of 
Johnnie Ross Motorcycles in Red Bluff 
became his sponsor, The youngster be- 
came a member of the Red Bluff Motor- 
cycle Club, and, of course, the American 
Motorcycle Association. He won his first 
race on the Red Bluff track. The bikes he 
chose for competition were a Triumph 
650 and a Honda 250. 

Both George and his wife have livedin 
Red Bluff for about 13 years. He was 
graduated from Red Bluff Union High 
School in 1962, and attended Shasta 
College in Redding. He presently is em- 
ployed as a driver by Cumpton's Truck- 
ing. Co, 


In talking to Mrs. McCarty, it was 
discovered she is glad, yet somewhat 
unhappy that her husband has discon- 
tinued racing. She said like a woman 
who is married to a policeman, she 
would worry whenever George ‘‘went on 
another assignment.’ Her fears, 
of course, were that George would be 
hurt. However, she said she rather 
misses seeing his cycle speeding around 
the track, Although George is no longer 
a competitor, he and his family attend 
many events as spectators. 

Will he ever race again? It’s highly 
doubtful! For his many fans, it’s a dis- 
appointment — they miss seeing the great 
McCarty in action — but they have a 
deep respect for a man who placed the 
responsibility of raising a family before 
a passion for motorcycle racing.

PORTLAND TIRE CLIMB

A real good rip was had at the recent Hilltopper M.C, tire climb near Portland, 
Oregon. The hill is brand-spanking new and about 300 feet from bottom to top. 

The day of the event was blessed with temperatures in the mid-90’s and lots and 
lots of dust. The hill was so loose, being previously unused, that it was just about like 
riding up a large mountain of sawdust. In places the dust was nearly six inches deep. 
This, of course, is comparable to hitting a puddle of water at high speed and it adds 
absolutely nothing toward improving traction, x 

The competitors numbered 74 and the classes were about equally spaced between 
the 250cc, 500cc and Open Class, During the day only six machines made it over the 
top and these were all 650cc displacement engines or better. 

Jerry Asquith, of the Mt, Scott Motorcycle Club in Portland, was the only man to 
put his machine (a 1962 BSA 650cc) over the top in four out of four attempts. Skill 
and horsepower were the only combination to make Number One in this extraordinary 
event, 

Asquith is a veteran rider of nearly all the tire climbs, hare and hounds runs and 
enduros held in the Northwest. Second place winner was Richard Clay, National and 
Canadian hill climbing champion of several years ago, aboard his 1967 Harley- 
Davidson Sportster,

In the 250cc 
class, Jimmy Smith (Suzuki), home on 
leave from the Marine Corps, battled it 
out with a Sidewinder veteran, John 
Taylor, who was riding a CZ. They were 
side by side through most of the turns 
with Jimmy finally pulling it out of the 
fire by half-a-bike length over John at 
the checkered flag. In the Open Class 
dash, another nip and tuck battle emerged 
between Taylor (riding a bigger CZ) and 
T.L, Hoglan, ọn an Ossa, as T.L, held 
the lead with John on his heels until the 
last corner when T,L, fell victim to the 
only mud hole on the course and John 
sailed home the victor. 

In the Open B Main, Tom Wood, on his 
Norton, grabbed off the lead and held 
onto it for the trophy. BSA-mounted Earl 
Prettyman really challenged hard 
throughout the 8-lap event but was un- 
able to pass the flying Wood. 

The 250cc A Main was a three-way 
hassle between Taylor, Hoglan and Jim- 
my Smith with a lot of lapping of slower 
riders. Taylor was forced out in the 7th 
lap by engine trouble after holding the 
lead and then Smith took over with 
Hoglan hard on his heels for the re- 
maining 3 laps, but unable to close the 
gap as Jimmy claimed the victory. 

The scramble on foot for the two live 
turkeys saw Bill Snider and Jack Jones 
emerge triumphant, taking home the 
birds, 

The next race scheduled at Sidewind- 
ers will be a sportsman mudscrambles, 
AMA sanctioned, on Sunday, December 
17th, at 1 p.m,

CANADIAN INDOOR SHORT TRACK

With the onset of the monsoon season 
in Western Washington, the racing situa- 
tion for the dirt track enthusiast begins 
to look dim, If it wasn’t for the fact that 
Washington is also ‘‘horse country,’’ it 
would be all over until late spring when 
things begin to dry out. Western Washing- 
ton possesses many large and well main- 
tained buildings owned by saddle clubs 
and cattlemen’s associations for shows, 
auctions, etc. The buildings, for the most 
part, are well lighted, have a rodeo pad 
surface, and lead themselves to excellent 
indoor short track racing, Several am- 
bitious clubs and promoters have secured 
these premises for regular programs and 
can boast of excellent spectator attend- 
ance, 

Cloverdale Raceway is such a track, 
Located seven miles over the Canadian 
border, and twohours drive from Seattle, 
an excellent short track program is 
offered every other Saturday night under 
C.M.A, sanction and private promotion, 
It is unique because most Western Wash- 
ington indoor tracks run under an A.M,A., 
sportsman program, while the C,M,A, is 
professional. The program is structured 
identically to the A.M.A,, and ridersare 
classes Junior, Senior, and Expert, all 
riding in a mixed program of 100cc and 
250cc classes. 

The action is a real crowd pleaser, 
because the guy who can muscle through, 
run over feet, close the gate, and center 
punch the best, usually wins. Riders are 
constantly ricocheting off the well and 
each other, sliding out in front of the 
pack, and going off the high side, but in 
three consecutive meets no one has been 
packed off the track. The noise is deafen- 
ing, the exhaust nauseating, and the ac- 
tion constant, Anyone sitting in the stands 
who doesn’t get excited over this has got 
to be deaf, blind or dead. 

The latest program was a pleasure to 
attend, because the promoter showed 
much improvement in the organization 
of the program, over previous attempts, 
As the program got underway Dayton 
McKenzie, one of B.C.’s few AMA Ex- 
perts, found himself and his Honda on the 


pole for the 250cc Trophy Dash, with a 
fast time of 9,1 seconds, As the flag 
dropped, Dayton surged into the first 
corner and through the retaining wall, 
causing a restart for the Dash, and some 
embarrassment for himself, Dayton 
came back for the restart and won the 
Dash easily. 

The program then continued with two 
sets of heats for both 100cc and 250cc 
machines, When the semi’s rolled around 
the fans discovered the usuals, Sonny 
Bass and Jim Carter going to the 100cc 
Main, but crowd pleaser Gary Swendt, 
who rides like there’s no tomorrow, was 
nowhere to be found on his Moto Beta. 
When the riders for the first 250cc semi 
came to the line it was discovered Gary 
had graduated to a 175 Kawasaki on 
which he won his semi easily. 





In the 100cc Main it was Sonny Bass, 
Moto Beta, all the way followed by Jim 
Carter (Yamaha) and Bob Shuler (Moto 
Beta). In the 250cc Main a duel between 
Dayton McKenzie (Honda) and Bruce 
Seibring (Ducati) was followed by another 
duel between Gary Swendt (Kawasaki) 
and Pete Van Bruegel (Husky), At the 
checkered it was Seibring, McKenzie, 
Van Bruegel, and Swendt.

The roar was deafening even 
as you parked your car and walk- 
ed toward Brooks Hall, the huge 
underground arena beneath the 
San Francisco Civic Center 
Plaza. 

Wailing two-strokes, roaring Hondas 
and the deep throated ‘‘blaaat’’ of big 
Triumphs and Art Bernheisel’s Harley 
Sportster, rattled off the classic granite 
buildings and rustled the feathers of the 
City’s braver pigeons and sea gulls who 
had hung around to watch. 

A street had been blocked off, and 
along its center stripe was Evel Knievel’s 
red, white and blue takeoff and landing 
ramps, about 30 yards apart, silently 
waiting to perform their part in the 
week’s drama, The large crowd of on- 
lookers, mouths agape, watched silently 
too, 

But there was nothing silent about the 
dozens of racers of all sizes and shapes 
that were tearing around the blocked off 
street. It was Motorcycle Showtime, and 
in San Francisco that means, ''Put the 
Manx in the Ranchero, Henrv. We get to 
race in the street!” 

“Cycle ‘68’? as the show was billed 
this year, was an example of howa skill- 
ful promoter goes about putting on a 
really successful event. 

My favorite philosopher puts it this 
way: “The art of living a happy and 
successful life is in making institutions 
work for you.” Time after time, this 
was the factor that helped Cycle ‘68. 

It all started on Monday before the 
show, when members of the Bay Area 
press were invited to have lunch and 
watch Evel Knievel do a little one-wheel 
riding. 

Anxious lest they miss their photo- 


graphs, the cameramen clustered around 
Knievel as he warmed up his engine, ask- 
ing him to point to a spot where he 
would be on one wheel, so they could be 
ready. 

“Just stand anywhere,” Evel shouted 
over the roar of his Triumph TT Special, 
“Pm going to ride it all the way up and 
down the block.” 

As the photographers scattered to their 
vantage points, San Francisco police offi- 
cers held back traffic on Taylor Street 
right at Fisherman's Wharf so the King 
of Stuntmen could pull wheelies up and 
down the street! 

Now that, children, is what the Old 
Philosopher means by making institu- 
tions work for you. 

After making three or four passes with 
the front wheel pawing the air and the 
shattering roar of the big Bonnie drown- 
ing out the nearby cable car bells, Knievel 
jumped up on the seat of the bikeand did 
a few wheelies that way, too. 

He was just blasting past, standing up 
on the seat, when a silver-haired lady 
tourist and her husband emerged from 
one of the better restaurants lining the 
wharf. 

They did a quick double-take, and the 
man yanked an Instamatic camera from 
his jacket and rushed headlong into the 
street to record this for the folks back 
in I-o-way. 

The woman, rattled but retaining her 
cool, jerked on my sleeve and asked, 
“Young man, who is that person?” 

“That’s Evel Knievel,” I answered, 
“he’s going to jump that bike over 13 
cars at the cycle show Thursday,” 

Dropping my sleeve, she rushed into 
the street and shouted over the un- 
muffled blast of Knievel's exhaust; 
“That’s Evel Knievel, dear, he’s going 
to jump oyer 13 cars Thursday!”

His derring-do done for the day, Evel 
slipped out of red, white and blue star- 
studded leathers and donned a tailored 
brown tweed suit to meet the press at 
lunch. 

While reporters talked with the Mon- 
tana-born stuntman, cameramen scur- 
ried back to their newsrooms and studios 
— Monday was to be Knievel night on Bay 
Area television. 


Institutions Working Again 


Thursday dawned bright, clear and 
cold — a perfect Thanksgiving Day. But 
while families across the nation prepared 
for a comfy time at home, the panel 
trucks and El Caminos were already 
converging on San Francisco Civic Cen- 
ter, loaded with gleaming machines and 
happy AFM racers, flat-top haircuts and 
turkev-eaters' eves, as it were, 

Knievel was to jump at 1 p.m., but by 
noon the street was jammed on both 
sides with spectators, watching the bikes 
jostle each other around in whatamount- 
ed to grand prix short track, 

But the magic hour soon approached 
and the now-familiar figure, tall in his 
leathers and flat-tracker’s boots was 
idling his ''wheelie motor” through the 
crowd, then speaking to the people 
through a hand mike. 

If Evel ever decides to give up jump- 
ing, he could probably make an excellent 
living selling mail order bibles over 
radio station WWVA in Parkersburg, 
West Virginia. 

He has a pleasant voice, smooth de- 
livery, and a self assurance (necessary 
in his profession, one suspects) border- 
ing on aplomb. 

He ends his speech saying, ‘‘I’m glad 
you all could make it...and now I hope I 
do,” and blasts off. The tattered little 


old men who sit all day (every day) in 
the sun of Civic Center park clutch the 
rope barrier and stare out of wine- 
dimmed eyes at this strange figure, 
leather clad and only his eyes visible 
from inside the Bell Star helmet, sailing 
seemingly without effort along the street 
on his gaily-painted Triumph, one wheel 
high in the air. 

Again Knievel does a warm-up wheelie, 
and when he comes down he locks the 
rear wheel and slides to a stop ina 
cloud of blue smoke from his seared rear 
tire. Long haired teenagers who spend 
hours trying to get the wheel of their 
Honda 90’s in the air look longingly at 
the speeding figure. The consensus of 
audible comment; ‘Jeeez.’’ 

The jump itself isalmostanti-climac- 
tic, yet strangely satisfying. Knievel 
attains really remarkable heights, It’s so 
quick, so graceful, it almost looks easy. 
But after the jump, I and a dozen or so 
kids walk up the take-off ramp and look 
at the landing spot more than 30 yards 
away. 

And I think to myself: ‘‘Whatever 
they’re paying him — he earns every 
penny.” 

Knievel makes three jumps at Cycle 
«68, and each time the effect is the 
marvellous. ““Yessir, you folks can see 
and talk to Evel Knievel, downstairs at 
Cycle “68,” intones the announcer in 
what becomes a sort of litany; a run- 
together compedium of information that 
succeeds beyond belief: 

“Yes, folks, Evel Knievel, the man 
who has jumped a motorcycle farther 
than anv living person,..,vou'll see the 
sky cycle, the machine Knievel will use 
to jump over the Grand Canyon,,,.on New 
Years Day he is going to jump over the 
fountains at Caesar’s Palace in Las 
Vegas (they’re the largest water foun- 
tains in the world, you know),,.equipped 
with two matched Turbonique rocket 
engines....’’ 


On With the Show 


Downstairs, the show is jammed, And 
it's a good show, smaller than the big 
one in Los Angeles, but good. 

BSA Western has surpassed itself. A 
huge backdrop says, ‘‘Step Into The Big 
Bold World of BSA,’’ and this tremendous 
eight-foot high picture is there of that 
ultra-sexy chick with the spear gun and 
the BSA Victor that you’ve seen in the 
ads. 

And plastered all over are those re- 
markable posters, those fine, fine post- 
ers. **120 mph out of the box’’ says one, 
and behind the shiny red Beezer erputing 
out of the packing crate is this incredi- 
ble woman you wouldn't believe: black 
leather jacket, unzipped (and nothing 
underneath, natch), blonde hair in slight 
disarray, and a Mona Lisa-cum-Brigitte 
Bardot smile. 

My subsconscious mind screams Mist- 
er, Mister, here, take my money, quick 
give me the biggest BSA you’ve got and 
that blonde’s address! 

The whole line is there, sporting new 
double-leading shoe front brakes and an 
improved contact breaker assembly for 
more precise timing. 

Also new is an anodized aluminum 
tank badge that doesn’t crack like the 
old glass ones used to. And also, they 
don't fall under the tariff heading of 
jewelry, so they don't cost $13 per as 
the old glass one did. 

The new Yamaha 250cc scrambler is 
the centerpiece of the Cycle City booth. 
It looks like a real goer, but only time 
and racing will tell, They had a movice 
projector set up with a small portable 
screen, and were showing movies of their 
almost embarrassing triumphs at 
Daytona. 

Bultaco-American had a Metralla with 
matching black and silver fiberglass 
fairing as its most eye-catching machine, 
But the ''secret Bultaco'' is the new 
Mercurio, this year with 200cc’s (up 
from last year’s 175.) 

The new Mercurio has alloy wheels, 
and the same port timing as the ‘‘old’’ 
200cc Metralla, although a smaller carb 
for a more tractable engine, The Metral- 
la, although a smaller carb for a more 
tractable engine.

curio has always beena real screamer in 
the handling department, only lacking a 
little top speed. It looks like Bultaco has 
eliminated that objection. 

Harley-Davidson featured a semi-cir- 
cle of machines clustered about the 
record-holding Bonneville Sprint 
streamliner, 

Milwaukee's stylists have done re- 
markable things with black crinkle finish 
paint this year.

Everything went just right for Bill Hammer, an Amateur with the number 
84 on his big Triumph Twin, as he took the overall win of the 90-mile Hare 
Scrambles race held Sunday, November 19 in the rain-swept desert north of 
Adelando, Calif. 





Amateur rider Bill Hammer (84) took the 
Buzzards overall win with a flawless ride 
on his Triumph. And he came from behind 
to do it. 


It poured all Saturday night, but the 
rains stopped at 6:00 a.m. Sunday morn- 
ing, and the desert was just great for 
racing: hard-packed sand, and no dust. 
The Buzzards M.C. had to go out and lay 
more lime before the race, though, 

There were two courses. The big bikes 
had three laps on a 30-mile course, and 
the 100cc bikes had three laps on a 22- 
mile course. The starting banner was on 
a fire road, with 206 big bikes on one 
side and 138 riders in the 100cc class on 
the other side. At the drop of the banner 
both lines took off. 

At the smoke bomb on the big bike 
course, Harry Greenlee on a Triumph, 
was leading a group of riders on a trail 
curving to the right, and they found the 
lime. There were a lot of low bushes in 
this area, which made the lime and the 
trail hard to spot, so many riders went 
to the left of the smoke. Due to the fact 
that there was no dust to follow, these 
guys couldn't see the riders to the right 
of the smoke on the marked course, and 
consequently got lost. Among them, and 
leading, was Al Vanderpool on a Husky. 
Meanwhile, back on the limed course, 
the boys dropped into a big, wide sand- 
wash and were really getting with it, 
Harry Greenlee was still in the lead, and 
the eventual winner, Bill Hammer, was 
running close behind at the first check 
point, 

Coming in after the first lap, the lead- 
er was still Greenlee, and Hammer was 
still in second position, and Bob Belt 
on a Greeves, was occupying third. Inci- 
dentally, there is still a tight fight for the 
#1 rider of the year in the 250 class 
between Belt, Don Watkins, and Howard 
Jackson, who was leading by a 114 
points at the start of the race, and all 
three were battling to get those much- 
needed points.

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second loop. He had to change plugs on 
the third and last loop, but was able to 
finish twenty-first, for those all-im- 
portant points, That’s determination! 


100cc Trail Bike Class 


At the drop of the banner, the 138 
trail bikes took off across the dirt road, 
in the opposite direction of the big bikes, 
The starting area was sprawling, open 
territory, with lots of small bushesanda 
few dry water-ditches to cross, just to 
keep you on your toes (or on your ear, 
depending on the -individual’s ability). 

The course veered to the right just 
after the smoke bomb, and at this point 
Jack Morgan on a Hodaka, Bob Paxton 
on a Honda, and Frank Wheeler were 
really getting with it; all were trying to 
take over the lead, and by the time they 
covered the three miles to the first 
check point, Paxton had taken it, keeping 
his Honda buzzing all the way. 

After the first check, the course 
stayed in the open boondocks for another 
couple of miles, then changed to rolling 
hills for that added touch of variety, 
then down a steep, short, andvery tricky 
hill, From there we were led into a 
tight, twisty sandwash to test our skill, 
then made a left turn into a wide-open, 
rock-free sandwash that must have been 
put there for us to play racer in. It had 
beautiful, wide turns so that: we didn't 
have to shut down. 

Out of the sandwash, ontoa fire road-- 
then into some more tough terrain to- 
ward the home check. No place on the 
course was there any tie-up of a long 
line of riders waiting to get through a 
narrow gap; just pure racing all the 
way. The course was laid out by trail 
bike riders, FOR trail bike riders, and it 
was just great. 

Coming into the pits check, Paxton and 
Morgan were neck-and-neck, but Paxton 
was able to push his front wheel in to 
take the check first and blast out in the 
lead, with the idea of upsetting the 
favorite, Morgan, 

The second time around, things didn’t 
change much, except for the fact that a 
lot of riders had dropped out. On the 
third and final lap, after an hour and 
forty minutes of chasing Paxton, Morgan 
pulled away from him and came in to 
take the lead with twenty-seconds to 
spare. Paxtor was second, and Eric 
Jenson on a Ho aka, took third and first 
Amateur honors. Wes Anderson, Jr. 
pulled in fourth and Lloyd Taylor took 
fifth and first Novice on his Hodaka. 

Jeff Wright, a 13-year-old with the 
number 199, took tenth overall and sec- 
ond Novice on his second time out in 
competition, To quote John MacLaughlin, 
who pulled in ninth on a Sachs just in 
front of Wright, ““It sure is great to be 
young and weigh only 95 pounds — that 
little tiger was hard to pass!’

the various Harleys, it lends an attrac- 
tive contrast to their “Hi-Fi” colors, 

The Sprint H has acquired a more 
bulbous road-racey looking tank, which 
rather clashes with its American-style 
handlebars. If ever a motorcycle 
screamed for a set of European handle- 
bars, low, like clip-ons, this is it. 

Triumph. has a gorgeous deep, rich, 
ruby red paint for their new Bonneville 
that is really an eye-catcher. But the 
all-new machine in the Johnson Motors 
booth was a new 250 Trophy, apparently 
designed to replace the venerable Cub 
in the Meridien line. 

The engine resembles both the Cub 
and a BSA 250, Of course BSA and Tri- 
umph are sister companies (BSA’s new 
front brake was actually developed at the 
Triumph works for production racing and 
is found on the big Triumphs this year, 
too,) but in the U,S, where they compete 
so doggedly it seems a little strange. 

Moto-Guzzi's 700cc V-7 was on dis- 
play with the Nortons and Ducatis im- 
ported by Berliner Motor Corp, The V-7 
is one HUGE motorcycle. It's smaller 
than the average Electra-Glide, but not 
by very much, 

Bridgestone had the GTR 350 and a 
full line on display, and the Ariel Owners 
Club showed a collection of beautiful old 
square fours that jarred many an old- 
timer’s memory. 

Among the non-motorcycle booths 
were STP, Ziff-Davis (Car and Driver 
and Cycle), and Hap Jones Distributing, 
which had the first Avon “GP” tires I 
had seen, These are super-sport tires, 
made of a slightly stickier rubber com- 
pound that the standard Speedmasters, 
and cast in a racing tire mold. They 
will wear out faster than strictly street 
tires, but not nearly as fast as real rac- 
ing tires, and their rounded profile 
avoids a should entirely and gets gobs of 
rubber on the ground in the corners. 

Neither last nor least was the Cycle 
News booth, where Chuck and Sharon 
Clayton met new friends and renewed old 
acquaintanceships (like with me, for in- 
stance), A & A Motors showed a cast 
alloy cycle wheel which they are develop- 
ing. 

Except for a couple of bicycle racers 
(who had a track in the hall to speed 
around on much as the AFM was doing 
upstairs) who fell off, a good time was 
had by all,
